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Alternative To Criminal Penalties 
Under Consideration By Council 


Council Expected To Consider 
Two Site Plans On Dec. 8

The Greenbelt City Council on Monday, December 8 will 
probably have before it a revised preliminary plan for the 
5-acre Smith-Ewing property bounded by the Greenway Shop¬ 
ping Center, Greenbelt Road and Hanover Parkway. The tract, 
zoned CSC (commercial shopping center), was purchased by 
Greenway’s developers. Western Development Corporation, to 
provide an access road to the shopping center from Hanover 
Parkway.

A 1978 State of Maryland 
law gives the Greenbelt city 
council the opportunity to 
consider adoption of civil pen¬ 
alties as an alternative to the 
criminal charges now provided 
for violation of city ordinanc¬ 
es. The Greenbelt Lodge of the 
Fraternal Order of Police has 
petitioned council to give top 
priority to passage of the nec¬ 
essary ordinance changes, as 
an aid to fair and effective law 
enforcement in the city. The 
council on November 17 asked 
the city manager and city so¬ 
licitor to study the issue in 
detail and make recommenda¬ 
tions for review by the council. 

For many years, state law per¬ 
mitted municipalities such as 
Greenbelt to bring only misdemea¬ 
nor (i.e., criminal) charges 
against a person accused of vio¬ 
lating a municipal ordinance.- 
Thus, in Greenbelt a violator of 
an ordinance must be arrested by 
city police, taken to police bead- 
quarters for processing, and then 
taken before an officer of the 
courts for posting of bond. On a 
specified date, the accused person 
and the arresting officer must ap¬ 
pear in court for trial. If the per¬ 
son is found guilty, he or she may 
be fined up to $500, or be put in 
jail for up to 90 days, or both. In 
addition, the guilty person then 
bears the social and legal stigma 
of a “criminal record.” 

In the mid-1970’s, an effort be¬ 
gan to get the Maryland legisla¬ 
ture to amend the state law so 
that municipalities could more 
easily and less damagingly punish 
violators of minor municipal ordi¬ 
nances. The Maryland Municipal 
League played a significant role 
in promoting this legislation, and 
the Greenbelt city council and the 
Greenbelt Lodge of the Fraternal 
Order of Police both went on rec¬ 
ord in its support. The result, in 
1978, was enactment by the legis¬ 
lature of the “Municipal Infrac¬ 
tion Law,!' Any municipality that 
changes specific ordinances to 
provide for municipal infraction 
penalties instead of misdemeanor 
penalties may begin to use the 
new law when the ordinance 
changes are made. 

Municipal Infraction 

The municipal infraction con¬ 
cept is essentially a ticket-and- 
fine system as used now for park¬ 
ing violations (with the difference 
that parking violations, by state 
law, are misdemeanors). As in 
the case of parking violations, the 
accused person also has the right 
of due process and court appeal. 
Municipal infractions are not con¬ 
sidered criminal offenses, and 
fines may not be over $100 (or 
$200 in the event of repeat of¬ 
fenses). 

When a police officer becomes 
aware that a person has commit¬ 
ted a municipal infraction, the 
officer prepares and delivers a 
written citation showing the fol¬ 


lowing information: (1) the name 
and address of the person charg¬ 
ed; (2) the nature of the infrac¬ 
tion; (3) the location and time 
that the infraction occurred; (4) 
the amount of the infraction fine 
assessed; (5) the manner, loca¬ 
tion, and time in which the fine 
may be paid to the municipality; 
and (6) the person’s right to elect 
to stand trial for the infraction. 
The citation includes certification 
by the police officer of the truth of 
the matter stated in the citation. 
A copy is kept by the officer. 

A municipal infraction citation 
may be issued by a police officer 
in response to a citizen complaint, 
provided the citizen is willing to 
support the complaint by appear¬ 
ance in court. 

Fines must be paid to the mu¬ 
nicipality within 20 calendar days, 
or the person must give notice 
within a specified number of days 
that he or she elects to stand 
trial in District Court. Failure to 
pay a fine results in a warning by 
mail; further failure leads to ad¬ 
ditional fines not in excess of 
twice the original fine; and still 
further defiance leads to a sum¬ 
mons to appear in court. A de¬ 
fendant’s failure to appear in 
court is dealt with as contempt of 
court. All fines collected go to the 
municipality. 

The Greenbelt Lodge of the 
Fraternal Order of Police, in its 
petition to council, included a list 
of present city ordinances and 
suggested fines to be assigned for 
infractions of each. The FOP 
proposed four classes of offense, 
sealed from least serious to most 
serious. The fine for Class 1 would 
be $10; for Class 2, $15; for Class 3, 
$25; and for Class 4, $50. The fines 
for repeat offenses would be dou¬ 
ble those amounts. 

Arguments for adopting use of 
the municipal infraction law in 
Greenbelt have emphasized better 
ability to enforce cit 3 r ordinances, 
a freeing of police officers to 
spend their time on more serious 
law enforcement matters, a re¬ 
duction in costly and cumbersome 
criminal proceedings, and remov¬ 
al of the “criminal” label from 
persons who commit relatively 
minor offenses. However, doubt is 
being cast on the extent to which 
the city might in fact be able to 
achieve such benefits. City Man¬ 
ager James Giese, in written com¬ 
ments to city council on Novem¬ 
ber 17, gave his understanding 
that “state law limits the subject 
matters upon which municipal in¬ 
fractions may be imposed. ...” 
Giese also said: “The usefulness 
of municipal infractions is further 
limited by the fact that many of 
the types of violations th&t are 
most suitable to be designated in¬ 
fractions are violations made by 
juveniles, and it is my under¬ 
standing that juveniles cannot be 
charged under the municipal in¬ 
fraction procedure.” 

The reservations expressed by 
Giese were reinforced by attor¬ 
ney Bond Rhue, Chief of the Dis¬ 
trict Court Division of the State’s 
Attorney’s Office of Prince 


Georges County, in an interview 
with the News Review'. Rhue said 
that the municipal infraction law 
may not be applied to juveniles. 
He also stated that a municipality 
may not establish a municipal in¬ 
fraction penalty for any violation 
which the state has declared to be 
a misdemeanor. Rhue agreed that 
these two factors limit the appar¬ 
ent usefulness of the municipal 
infraction law. He suggested that 
a municipality such as Greenbelt 
might best use the law for control 
of matters unique to the city- 
for example, the regulation of 
boat use on Greenbelt Lake.

Western is presently making 
some changes in the original plan 
to conform to suggestions made 
by the staff of the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission. 

At a meeting with the council 
and the Advisory Planning Board 
on November 5, Western officials 
discussed their plans for the 
property which would be split in¬ 
to six parcels. Tentative plans are 
to sell the two parcels north of 
the access road for development 
of a major Mexican restaurant and 
a full-service Exxon station. 

“With 2,000 cars here we feel 
that it' is important to have a full 
service station as an amenity to 
the center,” builder Jerry Dillon 
said. “People like to drop their 
cars off on a Saturday morning 
and then go shopping,” 

Responding to a question about 
the facade of these buildings, 
Dillon said, “It's hard to fit a 
Mexican restaurant into a Wil¬ 
liamsburg Architecture.” He said 
he felt confident that the owners 
of the restaurant chain, W. R. 
Grace Company, would provide an 
esthetic facade. 

Western expects to lease the 
parcels south of the access road. 
Tentative plans include a cata¬ 
log store and a women’s discount 
clothing store. 

APB recommended approval of 
the preliminary plan at the No¬ 
vember 17 meeting of the City 
Council, but asked that a side 
walk/bicycle path be provided 
along the south side of the road. 
APB noted that this would facili¬ 
tate pedestrian and bicycle traffic 
to the Greenway Shopping Center 
from the residential areas to the 
south and cast of the Center. 

In other action at the November 
17 meeting, city council voted to 
take no position on a liquor license 
application by Hanover Trail of 
Maryland, Inc., for use at the 
Greenway Shopping Center. Coun¬ 
cil also deferred further discus 
sion of the site plan for Postal 
Service parking in connection 
with proposed location of the Post 
Office in the lower level of the 
Co-op Food Store building. The 
site plan will be discussed on Dr 
comber 8.

New Ridge Homes 
Are Taking Shape

Seeking a solution to Green- 
belt's perennial shortage of sin¬ 
gle-family homes, Mary Clarke 
searched and found land in 
Greenbelt to buy and build upon. 
“I didn't know this land was for 
sale,” said an amazed jogger 
passing the upper Ridge Road 
property recently. Passers-by can 
now see the foundations for two 
houses on the north side of Ridge 
between Boxwood Village and a 
city playground. 

Three houses will eventually be 
built on Block A, 1.73 acres of 
land north of Ridge Road. The 
large lots, each over 20,000 square 
feet, will be the first city develop¬ 
ment in the R-R (rural-residen¬ 
tial) zone since the original farm¬ 
houses. Bill and Mary Clarke have 
started construction on a Deck 
House next to the city playground. 
Next door Gil and Muriel Wei- 
denfeld, using the same contrac¬ 
tor, have also started construction 
of a contemporary house. It is 
hoped that the houses will be 
completed in the spring. The ar¬ 
chitect of the Weidenfeld house is 
Joanne Volk. Joanne and Don 
Volk own the third lot in Parcel 
A, They hope to begin construc¬ 
tion this or next spring. 

Across the street, two acres of 
land have been divided into five 
lots, each over 15,000 sq. feet. The 
plot was originally planned for 
ten houses in the Boxwood Vil 
lage subdivision plan. Tony Mc¬ 
Carthy explained that this co-op 
erative effort to build single- 
family homes began last year with 
an ad asking for families inter¬ 
ested in buying single-family 
lots. Eventually five families 
bought and divided the land. A 
sixth family who wanted to build 
a geodesic dome dropped out up¬ 
on being informed that there 
would be architectural standards. 
All five lots, noted McCarthy, are 
ideal for solar energy. The Me 
Carthys hope to build on their lot 
in three years. 

Joe and Alice Murray. Bob and 
Mary Helen Spear, and James and 
Kathleen Cooney hope to start 
passive solar homes in the spring. 
These families are using an ar¬ 
chitect from Columbia, Craig 
Stewart. Although the houses will 
look different, they use the con 
ccpt known as an “envelope or 
sandwich house.” In such a house 
areas are needed to collect, store 
and distribute solar energy. In the 
Murray house solar energy will 
be stored in a large greenhouse 
on the south side of the house. 
The heat will rise and be stored 
in the attic. The house uses a 
double or false wall. Murray ex 
plained that windows should be 
avoided on the north side of the 
house. The north windows in his 
house must be small, tight, and 
triple paned. 

Spear explained that recent re-

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Ridge Road Improvements 

In a 27 November letter to the 
editor, several of the lot owners 
who will benefit from the special 
assessment improvements for up¬ 
per Ridge Road stated that we 
had argued that the rights of cor¬ 
porations should be more impor¬ 
tant than rights of individuals 
at the 17 November assessment 
hearing. This statement is totally 
false. In addition, in the 27 No¬ 
vember News Review article on 
the city council’s approval of the 
special assessment it was stated 
that there was at issue philosoph¬ 
ical objection to the use of city 
financing for the benefit of indi¬ 
viduals as opposed to corporations 
or businesses. At least as far as 
our objections were concerned 
this also was not true. 

What did concern us as mem¬ 
bers of the Greenbelt community 
was the use of city financing for 
the benefit of a few prominent in¬ 
dividuals rather than a much 
larger part of the community as 
had been done in the past. Ear¬ 
lier special assessments had been 
used to benefit large community- 
based organizations such as the 
Jewish Community Center or com¬ 
mercial businesses which would 
significantly add to the city’s tax 
base and hence benefit all of the 
city’s residents. Any individual or 
group of individuals, we believe, 
has the right to ask the city to 
provide a special assessment for 
them. However, we also believe 
that these petitioners should be 
able to prove in a convincing 
manner that the assessment will 
produce tangible benefits to the 
city as a whole in proportion to 
to the benefit that they receive 
from the assessment. The right to 
ask is not the same as the right to 
receive. 

If the city council believed the 
building of very expensive homes 
on large lots to be in the best in¬ 
terests of the city, then it should 
have ascertained whether the spe¬ 
cial assessment was a necessary 
condition for this type of develop¬ 
ment to take place. If it were not 
a necessary condition, then the 
city council has diminished what¬ 
ever benefit it perceives the city 
would have gained by placing this 
assessment against the city’s 
fund-raising capability. We be¬ 
lieve that the assessment was not 
a necessary condition for this type 
of single family home develop¬ 
ment on the basis of the state¬ 
ments of the lot owners at the 
hearing. It was apparently a nec¬ 
essary financial condition for some 
of the individual lot owners. 
Thus, the special assessment 
passed by the city council did not, 
in our opinion, provide any impe¬ 
tus for single family development. 
The impetus was already there. 
What it did provide was a method 
for individuals who lacked the fi¬ 
nancial capability to pay the as¬ 
sessment costs to retain their op¬ 
tion to build later. 

Additionally, apparently no de¬ 
tailed thought was given by city 
council as to what level of im¬ 
provements would be appropriate 
for this rather rural part of town. 
Such considerations may have 
sufficiently reduced the improve¬ 
ments’ cost so as to have removed 
the need for a special assessment 
at all. 

We hope in the future, if the 
city council considers other spe¬ 
cial assessments for other lot 
owners then it will present a bet¬ 
ter case for the benefits received 
by the city. In the present case 
where the lot owners include the 
mayor and three members of the 
city’s Advisory Planning Board, 
we do not think the job was well 
done.

Newsworthy Numbers? 

The Greenbelt News Review 
coverage of the special assessment 
public hearing was most interest¬ 
ing. (November 27). The front 
page article dealt quite fairly and 
extensively with the philosophical 
and legal questions involved. Yet 
in all of its six column length, 
two of the eight families eligible 
for special assessment financing 
were not even named. Further, 
there is no mention of the costs 
of the street improvements. 

Section V of the adopted ordi¬ 
nance estimates the cost at 
$106,500. Owners are eligible for 
a special assessment to be paid

The sewer 
and water are in, and “we’re 
ready to go,” Spear said.

“I fee] this 
is a real service to Greenbelt and 
society by saving oil,” explained 
Murray. Another service to 
Greenbelt was the first case of 
mandatory dedication in the city. 
This occurred when a portion of 
land was dedicated to the city by 
the owners of Parcel A.

GHI Board Members 
Explain Their Position 

In a letter to the editor that 
appeared in the November 27 
News Review, some Greenbelt 
Homes members made comments 
concerning a recent action taken 
by the GHI Board of Directors. 

Specifically, the comments cen¬ 
tered on a motion passed at an 
executive session (which now as 
well as in the past frequently oc¬ 
curs immediately after the open 
session) on November 20. The 
purpose of the motion was to de¬ 
fine the policy for future repur¬ 
chases and rentals of GHI homes 
(GHI in the past had never rent¬ 
ed new townhouses back to form¬ 
er member-occupants). It would 
(1) allow GHI greater flexibility 
in showing the house to prospec¬ 
tive buyers, (2) provide a formal 
method of determining a former 
member’s monthly charges should 
they wish to rent the dwelling 
and (3) limit the duration of the 
rental lease to when the new GHI 
member-purchaser desired occu¬ 
pancy. It was felt that this meth¬ 
od would be fairest to the selling 
member, the buying member and 
the GHI membership as a whole 
for future sales. The case of the 
former GHI member family cited 
in the November 27 letter was 
what motivated the motion, it was 
not intended to be applied retro- 
acively to the former member. In 
the future, more constructive cri- 
icism of board actions could be 
made directly questioning the ma¬ 
ker of a controversial motion to 
ascertain whether or not “facts” 
are indeed facts. 

The execuive sessions held by 
the GHI board are not the highly 
melodramatic, secret society type 
meetings described by the auth¬ 
ors. Whenever this board (as well 
as past boards has dealt with 
issues that potentially involve a 
member or employee whose right 
to privacy might be violated by 
a public discussion of' a case, 
these issues have been dealt with 
in closed session. When at the 
end of such a session no privacy 
rights were found to be involved, 
the session’s results are made 
public. This was the case for the 
November 20 Executive Session. 
Any GHI member can then ad¬ 
dress the board on the results of 
an executive session that has been 
declared open. Thus decisions 
made by the board at executive 
sessions are by no means nece¬ 
ssarily exempt from member dis¬ 
cussion and input and possible 
change. 


Under previous boards the re¬ 
purchase of GHI homes was left 
to the discretion of the general 
manager. However, given the cur¬ 
rent mortgage market conditions 
and the tight financial period GHI 
is going through due to the large 
scale rehabilitation necessitated 
by the lack of proper mainten¬ 
ance and capital improvements in 
the past, the board thought that 
this policy required modification.

Clarke Family 
Explains Position 

The letter written by the Spears 
and the Cooneys titled “Who will 
be next?” that appeared in last 
week’s News Review did not give 
the rental terms of our agreement 
with G.H.I. We had agreed to pay 
all of G.H.I.’s costs ($838 per 
month) involved with our staying 
in 5C Laurel Hill until May. We 
were subsequently notified that 
the rent would be $964 per month 
(with heat and utilities extra), far 
above the cost to the cooperative. 
(The increase was due to a 15% 
rental fee that is normally charg¬ 
ed when GHI oversees rental of a 
unit for owners who are out of the 
country.) 

We cannot afford this amount 
and have been forced to seek 
short-term housing elsewhere on 
four day’s notice. G.H.I. members 
will have to pay the vacancy 
losses on our unit as well as on 
65A Ridge which has been empty 
since August 1. This is an expense 
which could have been avoided if 
we had stayed until May, allowing 
extra time to find a buyer. 

The members of G.H.I. have 
our best wishes for their future. 
Wi hope that the cooperative can 
scon return to the principles for 
which we believe it should stand.

Who Is To Pay? 

The question is, who is to pay 
for the incompetence and mule¬ 
headed wrongheadedness of the 
Board of Directors and manage¬ 
ment of Greenbelt Homes, Inc.? 

1) The board decided, without 
authority and in violation of 
members’ contractual rights, that 
come Oct. 1, 1981, each masonry- 
home member will have to pay 
separately for his/her/their water 
and sewerage. They are thinking 
of doing the same to the frames, 
once they’ve spent the necessary 
hundreds of dollars per unit to 
meter the frames—but when last 
I heard they hadn’t decided to do 
this. The budget the Board passed 
Thursday, Nov. 20 reflected the 
masonry decision, they said in an¬ 
swer to my question. But mem¬ 
bers’ contracts require GHI to pay 
for water, and they passed that 
budget that way after I showed 
them that. When I asked where 
the money will come from for 4th- 
quarter 1981 payments to WSSC 
for the masonry homes, General 
Manager Kopstein said there’s 
money enough elsewhere in the 
budget to take care of it. 

Of course, taking water/sewer¬ 
age out of the GHI budget doesn't 
take that cost off members’ shoul¬ 
ders. It merely holds the average 
increase of our monthly GHI pay¬ 
ments to GHI to just under 10% 
(operating and rehab, combined) 
and we’d still have to pay WSSC 
for what now GHI pays. Same as 
they got majority consent as to 
heating, except there at least they 
did get the members’ say-so. 

Wonder what’s the next service 
to be deleted by GHI while our 
GHI bill goes up and we add more 
separate bills to be paid besides 
GHI’s? How come these “New 
Direction” whizkids on the Board 
think they can make basic chang¬ 
es in what we’ve always gotten as 
part of the deal—what people were 
told when they bought in, and still 
are being promised—and that they 
can do these things without au¬ 
thorization? And only a few mem¬ 
bers even are told about it, or say, 
“Whoa, there,” when they are 
told? 

2) We’re told now that the 
Beard, in secret session Nov. 20, 
after the open meeting, voted to 
order Kopstein to abrogate an 
agreement he had the authority to 
make and did make with a mem¬ 
ber. We can get sued successfully 
for such actions. A deal is a deal. 
Anyway, executive (secret) ses 
sions must not be used for decid¬ 
ing policy questions; they must 
be reserved for study sessions and 
fer handling only individual mem¬ 
ber complaints or individual per¬ 
sonnel matters where persona! 
privacy is involved, and for pend¬ 
ing negotiation issues. 

Who is to pay? GHI members 
will have to, until we get better 
Board and management.

R-80 Zoning Approved 
For Parcels 3 & 4

Predictions that Greenbelt had 
the votes necessary for R-80 (sing¬ 
le family. 3.4 units per acre) for 
Parcels 3 and 4 were accurate. 
The County Council, sitting as the 
District Council on December 1 
voted 7 to 3 in favor of rezoning 
to R-80 the two small parcels at 
the northern entrance to the city. 

The owners of the land (Burton 
J. Reiner, Theodore N. Lerner, 
and H. Max Ammerman, Trus¬ 
tees) requested rezoning from the 
present R-R to R-T early in 1979. 
The property lies on either side of 
Research Road between Green¬ 
belt Homes, North End School 
and the Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center. Parcel 3 on the 
east side of the road contains 2.9 
acres and Parcel 4 on the west 
side contains 7.4 acres. 

The Greenbelt College Park 
Master Plan of 1970 proposes that 
Parcel 3 be developed in the R-80 
zone and Parcel 4 be developed as

A spokesman for the Greenbelt 
Police Department pointed out to 
the News Review possible in¬ 
creased clerical costs in keeping 
records and following up on cita¬ 
tions issued for municipal infrac¬ 
tions.
